He warned British ships they 
would be protected on the high seas 
only and not within the three-mile lim¬ 
it. The Opposition got up on its hind 
legs and shouted “Disgrace” and 
‘ Shameful Surrender.” Five food-ships 
were under the protection of the Hood 
outside the three-mile limit. She 
handed them over to a Spanish gov¬ 
ernment trawler and they made their 
way into Balbao without incident. 

In this she was quite within her 
rights, for food is not contraband, and 
a blockade is not recognized as legiti¬ 
mate unless it is effective. In other 
words nothing succeeds except suc¬ 
cess. If you can run the blockade it i6 
no blockade. Neutral countries are un¬ 
der no obligation to recognize a bluff 
blockade, but a genuine blockade is in 
a different category. Its effectiveness- 
makes it legal.

D. S. Moffatt, K.C. of Calgary Board 
of Trade, claims that British Columbia 
and Saskatchewan are making strides 
in their 1937 road program, with the 
assistance of federal grants. But Al¬ 
berta roads “are still being summer- 
fallowed,” he said. Mr. Moffatt had 
consulted with Hon. James Gardiner 
in respect to the federal policy and 
learned that the federal authorities 
were prepared to spend dollar for dol¬ 
lar, up to a stated amount, with the 
province, and that in other provinces, 
when the required sum could not be 
raised, the federal government had 
lent the provinces their own share. 
Sums of approximately $350,000 from 
the department of labor, and $400,000 
from thd department of the interior, 
were suggested. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, however, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Moffatt, says that no agree- 
ent has yet been received from Ottawa 
in respect to road work, and that pro¬ 
posals submitted to Hon. Lucien. May¬ 
nard and Hon. Solon Low at Ottawa 
had no relation to figures quoted by 
Mr. Moffatt and obtained from Mr. 
Gardiner. Mr. Fallow said he could 
give no information on the provincial 
road program.

Motorists Protest 
Exorbitant Taxes 


People May Express 
Opinion by Ballot

Throughout Canada and the United 
States protests of motorists over the 
exorbitant taxes imposed upon them 
are becoming more and more vigorous. 

These taxes were imposed for the 
purpose of building and maintaining 
roads, although most governments re¬ 
fused to earmark motor revenues 
definitely for highway purposes. 

In most of the states and provinces 
motorists have actually paid larger 
sums than have been spent on road¬ 
building and maintenance. In most 
cases also the governments "bought on 
credit and sold for cash.” That is, they 
took the motor revenues into current 
account and spent them for general 
purposes, but borrowed the greater 
part of the money spent on roads, thus 
building up a huge bonded debt. 

This combination of debt building 
and unfortunately in some cases ex¬ 
travagance, was bad enough in normal 
times. But when the depression ar¬ 
rived, governments promptly stopped 
spending money on roads, wherever it 
was possible for them to stop any¬ 
thing, but continued to collect from 
the motorist in licenses and gasoline 
ax at the same or higher rates. •

Premier Says He May be Forced to 
' Call Election if Insurgents Continue 


Attack 


(From Morning Albertan) 
Premier Aberhart on Thursday de¬ 
clared that while he was not in favor 
of calling an election at the present 
time, he might find that such was the 
only course open to him if elected rep¬ 
resentatives of the people contiued to 
state that he had lost their confidence 


His statement was made in reply, to 
one by R. E. Ansley, S.C. Leduc, who 
claimed through the columns of an Ed¬ 
monton newspaper that the premier 
was the only one desiring an election. 

The premier’s statement was as fol¬ 
lows: 

“W^hen the Lieutenant-Governor 
called upon me to form a government 
he surely expected me to definitely 
know who belonged to the party that 
is supposed to have the majority in 
the House. 

“If any member elected to support 
the government decides he must op¬ 
pose, he should in all decency walk to 
the other side of the House. 

“I note that the premier of Ontario 
assumes the right to read out of the 
party any man who violently obstructs 
the policy of the government. Regard¬ 
ing the calling of an election, I should 
want it known that I have no desire 
for same at the present time, but if 
the representatives-want me to believe 
that I have lost the confidence of the 
people in this province, it seems there 
is no other course open to me. 

“I want the people to have the right 
to say who shall direct the policy of 
the government. 

“I am not satisfied that the so-called 
insurgent members have the confi¬ 
dence of the people and I can well un¬ 
derstand how Mr. Ansley and others 
of his group do not wish to give the 
people an opportunity to express their 
opinion in a vote.”
